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Millionaire Magnates
Visit Thompson Falls.

A private Wilwaukee train  arrived
here vesterday worning at ;30 o'clock
consisting of two sleepers, one diner,
one observation and one baggage car
pulled by a Milwankee engine and
crew says the Sanders (founty Ledger
of Friday.

The train brought President A, J.
Earhing of the Wilwaukee railroad,
Percy Rockefeller, of the Milwaukee
board of directors and a vephew of
John D. Rockefeller, John D. Kyan,
president of the Amalgamated Copper
company, Max Hegben, manager of
the Botte Electric and other power
compaunies, and several other mag-
nates intervested in the Wilwankee
railrond and the various Montana
power companies. The party was
chaperoned by Senator Edward Deon-
lan of Missoula.

The entire party is interested fi-
nancially in the Thompson Falls Pow-
er company and made a special trip
here for the purpose of looking over
the power site apd the future plans for
development.

After breakfust in their dining car
the entire party walked down to the
falls across the two county bridres and
over to the Prospect creek power
honse to see the auxiliary plaot in op-
eration.

In regard to future plans here it was
given out that the Thompson [Fall
plant is to ba mde one branch ol the
greatest collection of power plants in
the northwest, that the development
of the power at this place wounld be
carried forward as rapidly as practical
and possible and thata few days would
see the actual work nnder way.

In coaversution with the Ledgermin
President Earling said: “*This is one
of the prettiest spots 1 have ever visit-
ed and [ wish we had yvour town over
on the Milwaukee "

Max Hegben geveral manager of the
Mountain Power and its allied com-
panies which are to furnish power for
the electrification of the Milwaukee
railroad says:

“People will travel from the Pacific
const to the Mississippi river by trolley
cars within acomparatively short time.

“The States of Montana and Wash-
ington are the richest in natural water
power in the conatry and that sorce of
energy once developed and applied,
will handle all of the railroad tratfic of
the future easily and economTeally.
The power application of mountaio
streams and reservolrs to rapid and
heavy traftic hus long since ceased to
be experimental. The Milwaukee
railroad is carrying out the plan in a
practical way in Montana now. The
operation by electricity of 430 miles of
mostly mountain road in Mootana will
save that company u million dollars
every vear, anid perhaps more, if ad-
ded speed, lessening of wear and tear
and cleanliness of passenger travel are
figured in.

“Furthermore, we can haul a larger
tonnage per train and the stock and
shaklog incideatul to the stoppiog of
great steam locomotives is elimipated.
Milwaukee helper engines over the
wountain grades consume 50 per cent
of the fuel used in that work; wost of
that 50 per cent s burned while the
helpers are sidetracked in waiting.
Electrie trolleys need oo helpers, The
eloctrically-driven trwin will supplant
coal and oil fuel locomotives wherever
hydraulic water power can be develop-
ed in sufficient volume.

“The publie, koowipg the demon-
strated suceess of the electrifled rail
road, wonders why all railroads do not
make the trapsformation Immediate-
Iy, The enormaous iovestment iu lo-
comotives is one reason  and the cost

of installing the electric system is an- |

other. But as the latter system is
adopted by degrees nnd over portions
of the transcontinental route, the
present steam equipment will gradual-
Iy diminish."

Mr. Hogben sayvs he will soon fur-
nish plenty of power for railway elee-

trification and other purposes clear

across Montaon, a  distance of 600
miles.

He believes the electeilication of the
Milwaukee wucross three mountain

raoges in Montana will prove so sue-
cessful us to speedily bring about a
change from steam to trolley west o
Tacoma and enst to St Paul, A sav.
ing of fully L000,000% vearly will re.
sult on the Mootaoa mileage now be-
ing electrified. He says Washington
contains enough water power to han-
dle all her future railroad traffic.

“That portion of the Milwaukee
which we ure now electrifying," says
Mr, Hegben, “‘erosses thres raoges of
Big belt, the main
range of the Rockies and the Black-
foot mountains —and the average gain
in speed will be from eight miles, now
the average with locomotives, to 20
miles an hour with electric trolleys.
Furthermore. we can haul a larger
tonnage per train, and the shock aad
shaking iocident vo the repented stop-
ping of the giant steam locomotives,
with its accompaning damage to the
enyine, breaks and gearings, is done
awny with."

After spending several hours here
looking over the big project and the
town, the party left with their private
trains for the east.

Citizenship of Women Defined.

A Tueson dispateh says:—in order to
clarify the condition of recently en-
franchised residents of the United
States, especially in Arizona, the state
which most recently exteoded suffrage
to women, in the U, 8. department of
Inbor has issued typewritien bulletins
coutaining provisions of law on the
subject. This bulletin copies of which
huve been received by Superior Clerk
Brown, is as follows,

Sectioe 3. That any American wo-
man who marries a foreigoner shall
take the nationality of her husband.
At the termination of the marital re-
lation she may resume her American
citizenship, If abroad, by registering
s an American citizen with'n one
veur with & consul of the United States
or by returniog to reside inthe United
States, ory il residing in the United
States at the termioation of the
martinl velation, by coutinuiog to re-
side therein."

“Aony woman who is pow or may
herealter be wmarried to a eitizen of
the United States, and wuo might her-
self be lawfully naturalized shall be
deemed a citizen."

“Section 4. That any foreign wo-
man who acquires American citizeo-
ship by marriage to an American shall
be sgssumed to retain the same after
the termination of the martial relation
if she contioues to reside in the United
States, unless she make formal reoun-
ciwtion thereof before a court having
jurisdietion to naturulize aliens, or if
she resides abroad she may retain her
citizenship by registering as such be-
fore s United Svates consul within one
yvear after the Ltermination of such mar-
tial relations.

It may also be stated
been judicially held
during the martial
hecome naturalized.

Naturalization papers may legally be
filed by any woman vomarried who is
otherwise qualified, or the widow of a
foreign-born person not paturalized.

considered the purchase, and that its
plans in¢luded cogged railroads., not
only to the top of the *Popo,’ hut also
to Ixtaccihuatl, or “The White
Moman,' that mighty extinet voleano
which rises into the clouds only a few
miles awny.

Popocatapet! itself is a live voleano,
or, at best. it is ooly sleeping. Since
the time of Cortez it has had ten
mighty eruptions. It is the Vesuvius
of America, and is hable to break out
at any time in another great burst of
fire and lava. Its last eruption was in
1802, but it is still breathing brimstone
fumes from the great holes in its
erater. ‘These holes are from seven to
twelve inches in diameter, and they
ooze liquid sulphur, wuking the crater
a great brimstone factory.

The crater of old Popo is about a
mile wide at the top and something
like a4 thousand Teet deep. It is shap-
ed like a bell, tie diameter at the
bottom being oo fourth of a wile and
the lloor, which is pure sulphur, going
down it is said; a thousand feet deep-
er.

The mountain is spitting out sulphur
at the rate of more than a million tons
per anoum, Sionce the conguest of
Mexico more than 100,000,000 tons have
been taulzen out of it, and it is estimat.
ed tnat there is half us mueh more on
the fluor of the crater, ruaning down
to a depth of 500 feet.

Tue supply is far beyond the de-
man ' of all the world, aod if it could
twe mirketed 1t represents  wealth be-
yond the dreams of avarice. The an.
nual consumption of sulphur in the
United States and Earope is pernaps
six or seven hundred thousand tons
The most of the produet comes from
[taly, and ivsells for 208 a oo, L it
could be supplied by Mexico, 1t would
mean a gross income of LLUDDLOI0E a
year, and the sulphar o sight at half
the ahove rate would be worth a nl
lion nod a balf dollars. As Cul. Sel-
lers suid of his fawous eye waler:

Hayden to be Made

“City Beautiful.” |

The environs of & mine are seldom
attractive, but J. C. MeDonald, super-
intendent of the Ray Consolidated at
Hayden, is determined to make the
Hayden townsite the *City Beautiful®
of Arizona. The townsite has been
laid out in regular blocks, separated
by wide streets well surfaced and
smooth as pavemwent. Duate palms are
being set out around the principal
company houses and the main thor-
vughfare will be bordered by cotton-
woods to afford grateful shade in the
SUMMer season.

All the tent houses in Hayden ure|
being moved to an adjaceat hillside |

and aure being replaced by attractive
houses for the employees. These
homes are of f{our rooms and are of
the most modern coostruction, being
equipped with electric lights. baths
and other conveniences. There ave 30
of these houses yeu to be erected which
will just double the present nuomber,
muaking a total of 72 homes,

The company is also erecting a new
boarding house to accommodate its
lurge number of employees at Hayden
and the old boarding house is to be
remodeled and converted 1nto a mod-
ern hospital with all the latest equip-
ment.

Trees have been set out eatirely
around the power house, twenty feet
apart, and a flay pole has been erected
on the buildiog. from which Old Glory
floats,

The American Smwelting and Refin-
ing company at Hayden is operating
its smelter at full capacity, outputting
daily 200,000 pounds of blister copper
U9 7-10 fine, There has just been io
stalled uv the swelter a Grear Falls
sonverter, similar to the one now in
operation at the Old Dowinion. The
company expects later to install two
blust furpaces and another reverba-
tory furnace.

Sinee the strike we Jbe company's
smelter at El Paso a good deal of
custom ors aad coocentrates has been
diverted to the Hayden smelter.

The Ray Coonsolidated bhus recently
increased its output of ore and T8
tons of ore are now being put through
the concentrator daily.—Arizona Ree-
ord.

Inspiration Increases Force.

At the lospiration Consolidated dur-
iny the past week, the underground
force has been steadily increased and
the total monthly development work
should again surpass the 53000 foor
mark. Ao especinlly noticeable fea-

ture of this increase is the preference |

being given by the company 1o Ameri-
cans over the foreign workmen. At
the millsite the cement wuarehouse is
fast neariny completion and workmen
are busy exenvatinyg for the rock and
sand hins. Ruils havae been laid to the
mill gite and they are now being car-
ried toward the main working shafts,
the last strip to be covered. One
steam shovel is operating on the rail-
road cut which paralleis the mill site

on the north side und this should be
fiaished almost simultanecusly with
the “Culebra ' eut. These arethe two
lnst portions of the railroad construc-
tion of the Inspiration division wark
which remain vncompleted. The Live
Oak branch with the exception of the
construetion of two remaining bridges
is practiceally finished. The excava-
tion work for the foundations of the
coarse crushing plant, is progressing
rapidly. Recently a gang of workmen
has been busily engaged planting trees
!nlong the main water courses passing
| through the company's ground. These
trees, cottonwoods spaced about 35 feet
apart are set on both sides of the ehan-
nels. Something over 500 trees have
alremdy been planted. While the
original idea is to strengthen and add
to the stability of the steam channels
they will also develop a very wuch
needed addition to the districts land-
seape.—Gilobe Silver Belu
